The 
Landlord of the Houſe where I lay, when he 
underſtood 'F was Nephew to Sir William 
Parkyns, told me and my Servant, that there 
were Warrants out againſt me, and that fo 
dangerous a Man muſt not lodg there. When I 
went away to avoid being taken, I took with 
me all or moſt of my Papers; and it was un- 
known to -me that any were left behind. As 
to his Threats, I told him I did not value them, 
declaring that they had undone me for-ſerving 
the Government. Iam a Gentleman, conti- 
nuv'dI, and do not ſtand in fear of any Duke 
or Lord in Chriſtendom; for what Thavedone 
is honeſt and juſt.

Men are undoubtedly bound in Duty to 
contribute all that lies in their power to the 
Publick Security. But the only natural Rea- 
{ot that I can find for it, is, becauſe as Mem- 
bers of the Publick, they have their principal 
Security and Protection from it. But that 
Conſideration alone does not carry Men very 


far; Self. preſer vation is a Principle of more 


Caution than Action, and renders Men more 
careful to give no Offence, than to do any 
Service. It is Hope only that animates em 
for Action, and makes em for ward in its Ser- 
vice. They expect that hat they do for the 
Publick, ſnould redound in ſome proportion 
to their own particular Benefit, and that a 
Fa | elves 
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ſelyes ſhould be! conſider'd as Inſtruments, 


for the Advantages that may accrue to the Pub- 
lick, and the Fatigue or Hazard they expoſe 
themſelves to. This is ſo univerſally true, 
that F doubt ſome who pretend to have done 
the Nation great Service, wonu'd abate of 
their Zeal, if they did not find it as neceſſary 
1nd /advantageous to their own private For. 
tune. I ſay not this invidiouſly to leſſen the 
Services of any Man, or to reproach him for 
the juſt Advantages he may make of em, 
but to obviate the Objections of ſome of my 
unreaſonable Adverſaries, who pretend. my 
Services loſe their Merit, when I appear to 
expect any Reward: It's true, ſome of em 
have been very bountiful in their Promiſes; 
but by late experience I find that he that can't 
live upon Air, may ſtarve upon ſuch Promiſes, 
But this is not all the Injury I receive from 
'em, for they endeavour to rob me of the 
Benefit of his Majeſty's Royal Word, by 
which I am intitled to his peculiar Protection 
and Aſſiſtance, a Title upon which no Man 
before my ſelf ever ſued in vain.

The Second Objection is, That I was different in 
my Accounts about the manner of ſeizing the Ning.

Granting all this to be true, I can't ſee where the 
force of this Objection lies. If they were irreſolute 


or unfixt in their Meaſures, could | give a conſtant 


uniform account of em? But neither were they 
more wavering or unſettl'd than the nature of the 
Undertaking it ſelf requir'd : For they were 
ſteady in their Reſolution, and the end of their 
Deſign, which was to kill the King, and differ'd 
only about the Method of putting it in Execution. 
It cannot be ſuppos'd that a number of Men who 
engage voluntarily in a Deſign of ſuch hazard to 
'em all, none having Authority over another, 
mould jump ſo luckily upon the ſame Scheme, as 
to conclude their Meaſures upon their firſt meeting. 
Men are naturally too fond of their own Senſe, and 
too ambitious of ſhewing it, to acquieſce immedi- 
ately in the Propoſals of another, how reaſonable 
ſoever ; till by a new Turn, or Arguments of their 
own, they have ſtampt their own Image upon it, 
and pretend ſome Title to the [nvention, What 
wonder then, if an Affair of this Danger and Con- 


quence, in which every man pretends to be wiſe

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for himſelf, produce Debates andfrequent Altera- 
tions of their Meaſures? : n 5: 7 

But what need of reaſoning; ina Matter of Fact! 
It is now well known, and all the Depoſitions ſince 
concerning that matter have prov'd, that they did 
alter and vary their Reſolutions: and the — 4 
tainty which is objected to my Accounts of e 
is a demonſtration of their Truth and Erackneſt 
It /manifeſtly evinces, that I was conſtantly ac- 
quainted with the moſt minute Paſſages, and that 
1 was nice and exact to a ſcruple, in the Informa- 
tions which 1 gave his Gr—. Whoever will take 
the pains to compare the Evidences of Captain 
Porter, and Mr, Pendergraſs, with my Memoirs, will 
find there a ſufficient Confirmation of every Tittle 
that I ſay, tho he will plajnly ſee that they were 
even then but half inform'd of thoſe things which 
I had long before fully diſcovered. But however, 
or for what Reaſons ſoever it hapned, this dili- 


gence and exactneſs of mine (it ſeems) likewiſe 


turn'd to my prejudice, as if my Accounts were of 
leſs value for being minute and clear. They had 
projected their Deſign different ways, of all which 
{ gave his Gr— Information while they were un- 
der conſideration among them. Some of em upon 
further canvaſſing were found not feizable enough, 
and therefore were laid aſide : Yet that creates no 
perplexity, nor ought to raiſe any. doubt of my 
Accounts, becauſe J could not reſpite my Informa- 
tions till all Points were exactly adjuſted, leſt I 
ſhould be prevented by an immediate Execution.

They were 
all reſolv'd and provided to do the thing, and any 
convenient place or time had ſery'd their turn, how 
different ſoever from thoſe they had propoſed: ta

His Gr— therefore very much over-ſhoots him- 
ſelf, when be charges me with aſligning no time 
for the Execution of this Deſign. For I was as 
particular in the time, as it was poſſible for any 
Man to be, without a ſupernatural Pre- n. p. 116. 
in a readineſs to attack the King the firſt time he 
went a Hunting or Shooting, and themſelves could 
tell no more; nor his Gr— in reaſon expect more 
from me, unleſs he would have me aſſign a time 
when the King ſhould goa Hunting or Shooting. 

I hope therefore that my Informations were full 
and certain enough to have ſatisfy'd any reaſonable 
Man of their Truth, if they did not the D—. 
I muſt for his Gr—'s Honour ſappoſe he has ſome

One thing more I»mvſt take notice of, that is, 
That tho his Gr charges. me; with differing in my 
Accounts, yet he is not able to make out any Incon- 
ſiſtency.

Portland, 
and acquaints him with. the Deſign in general, 
and refuſes to name any Perſons concern'd ;, yet 
this does not deſtroy his Credit. He is admitted 
to the King, believ'd, and preſgd to diſcover the 
Perſons 3; no Vouchers are requir'd for his Credit, 
nor Doubts or Scruples ſtarted about the reality of 
his Diſcovery, tho a very obſcure Man. He is 
only urg'd to make his Diſcovery more ample, and 
to inform his Majeſty who the Traitors Were, which 
he was hardly to be won to, tho .it was the King 
himſelf that preſs'd it, who is rather accus'd' of 
being unwilling to receive Reports.

Before this Buſineſs 
he had held ahout fourteen Months Correſpondence 
with me, and had receiv'd Informations at divers 
times, which fell out ſo true, that be was ſurpriz'd 
Mem.

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But whether he or Mr. /— were ſatisfy'd, is 
not ſo much my buſineſs to ſhew; as that they had 
reaſon: to be ſatisfy'd: Which 1 hope after what 
I have aid, can be no Queſtion. ' If to inform him 
fully of the: Matter, the Manner, the Time, (as 
far as a moveable time can be afſign'd) and the 
Perſons engag'd, were no ſatisfaction, they ſhould 
have told me what would be.

nothing could be fixt. Which ſufficiently evidences 
how careful I was to conceal nothing from him, 
and yet to wrong no body by falſe ſuggeſtions. -- 
By this time I ſuppoſe it may appear that I was 
enough in the Secret to have prevented it, and he 
too, and more than he that did it, however it fell 
out that we could not: this may {till appear dark to 
ſome who are reſolv'd not to ſee- But thoſe that 
think to conceal plain matters, by winking them-

l bope by what has been already ſaid, I have 
made it pretty evident, that if I did pretend to 
ſome Merit for my Diſcoveries, it was not without 
reaſon, And the manner in which his Majeſty has 
conſider'd others who came after me for the like, 
ſhews that in his Opinion ſuch Services are meri- 
torious. Nay however inconſiſtent it may ſeem 
with his Gr—'s charge upon me of pretending to 
Merit, his Gr— himſelf in this very Letter owns 
that he intended to do ſomething for me, If I deſerv'd 
nothing, I am extremely oblig'd to his Gr for 
his bounteous [ntentions, and muſt confeſs that no

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man could have been more rigorouſly juſt ; for up- 
on that ſuppoſition,” they have been worth juſt as 
much to me as l deſerv'd. What his Gr— intend- 
ed is beſt known to himſelf, which for all that has

But this being a Reaſon thrown in ex abundanti, 
his Gr— did not much care whether it was a good 
one or no, nor can I find it concerns me much more, 
and therefore I leave it. * 

The other thing I thought fit to take notice of, 
is, his kindneſs in concealing my Name, to give me 
an opportunity to apprebend Chambers. If his Gr— 
had any ſuch kind Intentions, he took a very odd 
method to ſnew em: For to take me up by a Meſ- 
ſenger, and publickly to confront me with Hewet 
in the Secretaries Office, was (in my poor opini- 
on) none of the ſureſt ways to conceal my Name. 
But neither did I deſire him to conceal my Name 
upon any ſuch account : For had I aim'd at the 
Thouſand Pound Reward in the Proclamation, I 
could have ſecur'd that, by taking Holmes who lay 
with me, and divers others had I made that my 
buſineſs. But his Gr— who has loſt my Letters,

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Thus much 1 thought neceſſary in my one De- 
fence, againſt ſo publick and ſo ſolemn an attack 
upon my Reputation, as this Letter to the Houſe 
of Lords. I hope I have ſufficiently vindicated 
my ſelf againſt the Imputations that are there laid 
upon me; and if it appears that there has been 
any trifling, I hope by this time, it is plain that 
it doth not lie at my door. If the Reader finds 
himſelf troubPd with frequent References in proof 


of my Aſlertions, it is only to avoid tedious and 


unneceſſary repetitions of what is already in print: 
the truth of which, my Enemies themſelves don't 
think fit to conteſt ; and I preſume no indifferent 
Perſon can queſtion. If any man thinks my Ex- 
preſſions ſharp, let him put himſelf in my place 
and conſider the nature of the Provocation, and 
how ill he himſelf would take it, to be made any 
Man's Fool how great ſoever. The Coat is ſcanda- 
lous, and he muſt be of a daſtardly Spirit that 
can be frighted into the wearing of it. 


Reflections on the Occaſion and Manner of my 
being ſent abroad in March 1693. 


A Fer I had been examined in the Houſe of 
Lords,and was thereupon forbidden the Court 
by a Meſſage by Antbony Rowe Eſq; one of the Clerks 
of the Green Cloth; | retir'd into the Country, 
with a reſolution to lay my Caſe before the Par- 


| liament at the opening of the next Seſſion. And 
upon my return to Town next Winter, I lodg'd 


a Petition in the hands of a Member of the Ho- - 
nourable Houſe of Cammons, who promis'd to bring 
it into the Houſe, in order ta have Juſtice done me

there. But after a long attendance, -inſtead of 
delivering my Petition, he brought me word that 


my Service would be well accepted, if 1 would go 


abroad -and tranſmit from thence an Account of 


what was tranſacted by the Enemies of the Govern- 
ment, who were obliged by Act of Partiament to 


leave the Land. I was furpriz'd at the Overture, 


having been fo long laid aſide, and was very de- 
ſirous to know who it was that would engage my 


Service: But that Favour was at that time deny'd 


me, and it was thought ſufficient that if 1 would 
undertake the Service, he would ſtand engag'd for 
a monthly Penſion to be dnly tranſmitted to me, 
and a ſum of Mony immediately paid down to equip 
me ont. Accordingly a hundred pound was paid, 


and conſtant monthly Remittances promiſed, and 
that | ſhould be conſider'd for Services paſt, Upon 
the Honour of this Gentleman 1 was induc'd again 


to enter into Buſineſs ; but not without the ſatif- 
faction of knowing (at leaſt as I thought) at whoſe 


inſtance and deſire he made this motion to me. 


For the treatment I had receiv'd for my former 


Services, had made me reſolve not to have any thin 

to do with the ſame Perſons again. Thereupon he 
told me, that it was the King himſelf, and that he 
himſelf (while he was in Town) was to be the 
only intermediate Perſon to convey all my Letters 
to his Majeſty, and to receive, and communicate 
his Inſtructions to me, and to make the promiſed 
Remittances: And in caſe of his abſence, or any 


other unforeſeen incapacity for that Service, it was 
agreed betwixt us, that a Friend of mine then pre- 


ſent, ſhould be admitted to the Honour of waiting 
on his Majeſty, and convey my Letters, and re- 
ceive his Commands. To make this look more 
ſolemn, a Paſs was given me, for my ſelf and Ser- 


vant under a ſham Name to go for Harwich, and

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from thence td any Port in Holland 3 

and a Lif given me af all_thoſe Fer- — 9 
ſons to whom Warrants had been this Relation. 
granted to ſtay in England, purſuant | 
to the Ack of Parliament, Intitled, An AF againſt 
correſpanding with the late King, James, and his Adbe- 
rents; My Inſtructions upon which, were to give 
notice of all ſuch Perſons that I underſtood came 
privately over contrary to that Act. Beſides this 
my General Inſtructions were to conſort with thoſe 
Perſons who by that Act were oblig'd to quit this 
Kingdom, and to give conſtant Information of 
What was in agitation among them, With theſe 
Inſtructions I went for Holland, after which what 
Paſs'd betwixt us, it concerns not the Reader much 
to know, only that after ſome time, the promiſed 
Remittances not being. made, I wrote for 'em, and 

receiv'd divers | ſhifting Excuſes, Sometimes the 
King was at New- Market; at others, that no Mony 
could be had, till the Civil Liſt was ſettld, and at 
laſt, that Las not to expect any. Hereupon find- 
ing that I could get nothing but thanks for what I 
did, which was too ſlender a Subſiſtance for me to 
live upon, I immediately return d home... And 
applying my ſelf ro the Gentleman from whom 1 
had the Paſs, and the hundred Pound, to know the 
reaſon why I was ſo-ugd, and who the Perſons , 
were that commillion'd him to tranſact, he told 
me, that was a ſecret he muſt keep, and very much 
excus'd himſelf for having engag'd me in ſo much 
trouble and danger. This was all the ſatisfaction 
bad from him. | | | 
- The management of this Affair, however my/- 
terious it may ſeem, may perhaps need no Oedipus 
to unriddle it: For if we conſider the time when 
this was done, the Reaſon why will not be hard 


to be gueſsd at. Nor perhaps will the Perſons, 
R C 4 ä who 
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who have preſum'd to make ſo bold with the King's 
Honour, as to abuſe his Royal Name and Authority 
in this manner, be ſo abſolutely in the dark, as 
. they themſelves may imagin. For the very timing 
of this Matter, ſhews very evidently what the De- 
ſign of it was. I was juſt then come out of the 
Country with a full reſolution'to lay my Caſe before 
the Parliament which was then fitting. I had given 
a Petition to a Member of the Houſe of Commons, 
in order to have it read in the Houſe ; but during 
the time he kept me in expeQation of a proper Oc- 
caſion, this Gentleman was gain'd by ſome body 
+ (whoſe latereſt perhaps it was, that theſe Matters 
ſhould not be ſo publickly examined) to make 


Overtures to me of ſerving abroad, and became 


the Inſtrument of ſending me out of the Nation; 
under pretence of doing further Service, and re- 
ceiving Satisfaction for what was paſt. That Gen - 
tleman muſt excuſe me, if 1 can no longer think 
that the King was any way privy to this Affair, 
and that whatſoever is pretended of it, is a direct 
Affront and Injury to his Majeſty's Honour, who 
would never have ſent away a Gentleman for his 
Service, and have left him deſtitute of Subſiſtance 
in a Foreign Land. The hand therefore of my 
Adverſaries appears plain enough in this Intrigue, 
and the hundred Pound was a Bait to make me 
ſwallow the Hook: For no ſooner did they think 
me far enough remov'd, and perhaps entangled be- 
yond a probability of returning, but the Maſque 
was pull'd of, and a worſe Face diſcover'd; I was 
bid to expect nothing more, and to ſhift for my 
ſelf as well as I could. However to their great 
ſurprize I got home before the Parliament roſe, 
which put 'em upon new Meaſures : Great Pains 
were taken to excuſe this breach of Articles, and 
freſh Overtures made to me, with which I. mo 
er 
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truſted to the fincerity and engagement of my 
Friend, was for ſome time amus'd, till the Parlia- * 
ment riſing, all was again let drop; and I by 
that means let into the Drift, and Artifice of the 
whole Matter, I hope my Friend was over-reach'd, 
and that he did not then dive into the bottom of 
this Ayſtery . Altho he was to blame, to be fo 
far influenc'd by any Perſon, how great ſoever, as 
to pretend an immediate Warrant from his Majeſty 
for what he did; yet the concern he has ſince 
ſhew'd for it, makes me hope that he did believe 
thoſe other Perſons to at by Commiſſion from his 
Majeſty, and was over-perſwaded to take it upon 


himſelf, becauſe he had heard me declare, that I
